Everythiug
beinm arrsuged, and the sawyers in position, st
the tap of the drum and musle from the
band, the fun commenced amidst the almost
dealeuing shouls ol the h[;m'mtum, At Just
twenty-five minutes witer 10 o'olock enoh man
sprang for his stlok slmulisnecusly, und ench
saw commenced at almost the same instaut, 1t
was indeed n grand sight, and sueh u one ks was
never before witnessed in the country. Thirty
#lx wood-saws nll rasping through the wood and
splinters at the same time—some of the boys
going in with ull their might and streogth,
others takiog it slow end easy, after the munner
of experienced knights of the saw and buck.
The friends of each party rollied aronod and
encouraged them by their presence and coupsel,
while others stood back and offered bets nt odds
in favor of their winning, There was a percepti-
ble ditference noticeable in the sawing of ench
until the first hour or hour aud & half hud
passed, when the piles of those who took it slow

ndeﬂr begsn to grow gradaally lurger, At a
little alter 12 o'clock the lubor was sus-
pended for thirty minotes, while the
pawyers partook of a lunch and hot

polfee, furnikbed them by Messrs, Taylor & Son,
of the Bramble House, Alter lunch the labor
‘was again resumed, without intermission, until
At was completed. At Intervals duriug the day
buckets of waler were pussed around to the
llwy)ern, und boys stood ready, bucon-rind in
hand, to grante the sawe, Al five minates past
2 o'clock the Independents co apleted thelr last
ptick—having made their noe cords (three-
quoarters short) In just three Dours ana ten
minutes, The result wae hatled with deafening
oheers, Miss Lydin Brockenbough then steppe |
forward und decorated ench of the nine with o
red ribbon, taken from her own dress and cot
fute suitable lengths on the epot, them and
there. Au precisely half-prat 2 o'clock the
Unknown nine completed their job, having
made the time in three hours and thirty-five
minntes, We heard considerable complaint
from various parties that eeveral of this

ty slizhted their work io only sawiong
m wood onee in two, whereas the rules
required that it shonld be sawed twice. For
our own part, we onlv noticed one or two n-
stanoes of this kind. Towards the close of the
eentest, and after the Independents had finlshed
their job, the friends of the Unknown stepped
in and rendered them efficient service by placing
the wood upon the burks and holding it while
it was sawed. Taklog the contest through boe-
tween the Unkpowns and Independents, and
considering the latter's short measure and solt
wood, it was very nearly an even thing with

them. At precisely thirty-ecven and & halfl
minutes 2 o'clock the Hoosier Boys sawed
tholr lust stick, making the time 1o three hours

and forty-iwo and a hull minotes, thus beating
the Young Men folly ten minutes.  As the
mein contest was between these two nines, this
result was hailed with deafening cheers, and
the boys modestly received the congratulations
of their [riends, a large majority of whom were
of the fuir sex. The friends of the Young
